Willingham Found Guilty... 


A jury of nine women and three. 
men, after hearing the evidence 
conceming Hayden's taste for the 
darker hued daughters of 
Hagar, and a possible hold-up at- 
lempt gone awry, deliberated for 
nearly seven hours before finding 
Willingham guilty.

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
(NBNS) - U.S. District Court 
Judge Oliver Gasch won't 
lock up Secretary of 
Agriculture Earl Butz for 
refusing to obey a court order 
“in view-of the crowded con- 


ditions at the District of 
Columbia-Jail."’ - 
The judge's facetious 


remarks came after finding 
that Butz twice ignored his 
order to implement a special 


food program for 
malnourished mothers and 
infants approved by 


the Nixon Administration. 

In effect, the judge’ ruled 
that Butz ignored a lawful or- 
der of the court but would not 
be cited for contempt. In- 
stead, Judge Gasch order 
that government and public 
interest lawyers work out a 
timetable to implement the 
food program. 

The.court victory was won 
by attorneys for New York 
City's Food Research and Ac- 
tion Center (FRAC) which 
charged that the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture had failed

Bill Should 
Back Lawsuits 


WASHINGTON--_ (NBNS)-- 
The Administration has laun- 
ched an effort to prevent the 
Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare from 
having to operate without a 
budget for the second 
Straight year, but the con- 
ditions of the Nixon-backed 
plan have alarmed the 
measures supporters. 


The effort ted by the 
White House's chief domestic 
adviser Metvin Laird—would 
impose a plan that would 
block lawsuits to recover im- 
Pounded money. 


“4’'m trying to get a bill that 
can be signed so the depart- 
ment does not have to work 
on a continuing resolution 
that makes it impossible for 
them to plan,” said Laird. 
to plan," said Laird 


"We want a bill. You 
shouldn't be operating the 
department for this long a 
period(more. than-a year) on 
a continuing resolution.” 


Sen.-Warren Magnuson, D- 
Wash., chairman of the HEW- 
Labor Appropriations sub- 
committee, agreed that the 
Congress is “tired of these 
(Presidential) vetoes and con- 
tinuing resolutions.” 

The Laird proposal would: 
bar organizations from: get- 
ting funds from the 1974 
budget if they pressed suits 
for money they thought was 
coming to them from the 1973 
budget. 

But the League of Women 
Voters, along with major civil 
rights organizations, rejected 
the proposal as “unethical 
and probably unconsti- 
tutional." The League 
charged the proposal “vio- 
lates the right of citizen ac- 
cess to. judicial relief and 
aubverts the basic concepts 
of checks and balances 
among the legislative, execu- 
tive and judicial branches.”

Benefit Increase 
Hailed by OBES Chief 


COLUMBUS — What Ohio 
Bureau of Employment Ser- 
vices (OBES) Administrator 
William E. Garnes has termed 
“the most realistic Unemploy- 
ment Compensation Law in 
Ohio history” went into effect 
Monday. 

In view of the energy crisis 
and the unemployment 
resulting from it, the OBES 
Administrator said, many 
Ohioans will benefit from the 
new payment schedule. 

Garnes said the new law, 
which was signed by Gov. 
John J. Gilligan on Sept. 17, 
1973, will: = 

- = Increase payments .to 
claimants. 

- - Provide for annual ad- 
justment of the-weekly maxi- 


ee 
wage. 


Allow employers to 
become eligible for reduced 
tax rates after one year in- 
stead of waiting for -three 


~~ Reduce the number of 
weeks a claimant has to work 
in order to secure the maxi- 
mum number of weeks of 
Unemployment Compensa- 
tion. 
» The taw also provides 
mandatory Unemployment 
Compensation coverage for 
employees of local govern- 
ment and school districts 
without requiring those politi- 
cal subdivisions to pay ad 
ministrative costs of OBES. 

Garnes explained that un- 
der the new law, claimants 
with rio dependents-receive 
50 percent of their average 
weekly wage up to the maxi- 
mum permitted, while 
claimants with dependents 
receive 55 percent of their 
average weekly wage up to 
the maximums allowed by the 
law. 


Under the new rate 
schedule, meximum weekly 
Unemployment Compensa- 


tion payments will be in- 
creased from $91 a week for 
the claimant with four or 
more Gependents to $114 a 
week. The new rate schedule 


affects both new and existing 
claims. 

The claimant with no 
dependents will receive a 
maximum of $77 a week, up 
from $60 a week under: the 
old schedule; claimants with 
one dependent @ill receive a 
maximum of $94 a week, an 
increase from the $70 a week; 
claimant with two dependents 
will get a maximum of $100 a 
week, an increase*trom $77 a 
week; and the claimant with 
three dependents will receive 
a maximum of $107 a week as 
opposed to $83 a week 
received under the old law. 

It marks the fourth time 
since 1971 that the Unem- 
ployment Compensation 
benefit level hasbeen _in- 
creased, Garnes said. “This 
schedule brings us more 
closely in line with the rec- 
ommendations of the Federal 
government,” he added. 

The duration -of time for 
which Unemployment Com- 


=pensation..can be claimed 


remains at 26 weeks. 
However, the new flaw 
requires 26 weeks work to 
qualify for the ‘maximum 
length of time. The old law 
required a claimant to work 
32 weeks to collect Unem- 
ployment Compensation for 
26 weeks. 

“This was another area 
where we moved into the 
realm of reality and fairness,” 
Garnes said. “Providing” att 
criteria to qualify for Unem- 
ployment Compensation wera 
met, we found that to collect 
for-20 weeks, a person had to 
work for 20 weeks. Then, he 
had to work for two weeks to 
collect one week's additional 
Unemployment Compensa- 
tion up to 26 weeks.” 

Garnes said the criteria to 
qualify for Unemployment 
Compensation remains vir- 
tually unchanged. That is, a 
claimant has to be out of 
work through no fault of his 
or her own; be available for 
work; and be actively seeking 
work. 

According to Garnes, pay- 
ment maximums will be ad- 
justed annually beginning 
Jan. 1, 1975. The new law 
requires the maximums to be 
increased by any percentage 
increasa in the statewide 
average weekly wage. 

At present, the Consumer 
Price Index is used to adjust 
the weekly maximum rates. 

The OBES Administrator 
said he was pleased with the 


-» new law. "While there is still 


“work to be done on it, we 
now have the basis for pro- 
viding Ohio with the most 
modern and most realistic 
Unemployment’ Compensa- 
tion Legistation in the 
nation,” he said.

The courage almost matched that of 
the Cincinnati victim, who reported the

Perhaps we are beginning to see 
some changes in the calibre of men 
moving into our safety forces, and 
perhaps some of the stigma attached to 
the word “cop” is in for some changes.

When it becomes obvious that it is 
the better part of valor not to act over- - 
tly, then we perform subvertly, if we 
wish to continue eating with any degree 
of regularity. 

A warning word to’ Outlaw: They're 
mean people, young man, whether in 
Columbus or elsewhere.

Meanwhile, the Mideast nations, who have

Putting Black Studies 
In Right Perspective 


One of the by-products of the racial 
violence of the fifties and sixties, was the in- 
troduction of “Black Studies” into our civil 
rights repertoire 

Under this umbretia, public schools, 
colleges. libraries, etc. have been deluged 
with demands tor curriculum changes, ap- 
propriations for buildings, publications, 
Special instructors. 

Racial identity, cultural starvation are 
some of the many reasons given for the in- 
clusion of Black Studies in our educational 
systems 

The backlash of the riots, the effect of 
Student pressure, the guilty consciences of 
whiles, resulted in a rush, pell mell, to get 
something and getting it real quick 

Under such conditions, the results have 


been about as éxpected. At best, spotty: - 


mostly contusion; a waste of money and 
time. And, finally, 8 declining interest on the 
part of Black students. 

A number of teachers, professors and, 
general do-gooders, seized upon these fer- 
tile fields to exploit them as much as possi- 
ble for personal gain. Few were bold enough 
fo counsel a cautious, investigative ap- 
proach 

Now that the dew is off the lily, a more 
practical evaluation of the whole concept 
and program of Black Studies is possibile. 
Students themselves are taking a second 
look to see how much real knowledge they 
can extract from all classes and material 


available. 


‘One item the super-Biack patriots brought 
forth and demanded action on, was the 
teaching of Swahili even down to the high 
school level. 

Now here were students, most of whom 
couldn't-read or speak good English, being 
taught Swahili. | long ago concluded that 
this was just a waste of good classroom time 
and, further handicapping the education of 
these students. 

| was heartened the other day when a copy 
of “Black Ascensions” s student magazine 
out of Cuyahoga Community College, came 

_ across my desk. In it was an article by Or. 


Lenore Buford, head of the Foreign 
Language Department. 
When | read the article: “Swahil) vs 


; French," | concluded that here, at long last, 
was one college professor bold enough to 
speak out factually on a controversial sub- 
ject. Having just visited two of the major 
Swahil-speaking African countries (Kenya 
and Tanzania) | knew how practical her posi- 
tion was on the subject. | also visited Guinea 
and Mali where French is the language. 

In all of these African countries, two basic 
languages are spoken. English is the 
second. The local language is dictated by 
the composition of the population. In East 
Africae where Swahili is the general 
language, most of the. printed material on the 
stands, is in English. All of the schools 
throughout Africa teach English as the 
second language. The only time we needed 
an interpreter in Africa, was When We went 
out into the bush country.

Here is what Dr. Buford has to say on: 
“Swanili vs French - French is a more useful 
language.” 

Quote: "I understand the reasons that the 
study of Swahili has become more popular in 
the past few years. But, from a practical point 
ot view, a student planning to travel outside 
the United States will find French a more 
useful language. 

This is because in practically every nation 
that has been influenced by western 
civilization, there are people who speak 
French. The number of people in Africa who 
speak French (or some version of it) is 
measurably much higher than the number of 
people who speak Swahili. 

While jt is extremely important for black 
people to learn as much as possible about 
other cultures, particularly African cultures, 
we cannot lose our perspective. 

French is a key to serious study of many 
African cultures because of work that has 
been done about Africa by scientists and 
other scholars in the French language. 

One can function in French in Algeria, 
Tunisia, Morrocco, ali of Mediterranean 
Atrica, in- other former French colonies, 
Dahomey, the former Congos (French and 
Belgian) Mali, the Malagasy Republic, Togo, 
Guinea --_just to mention a few. 

in the western hemisphere, French (or 
some form of it) is still spoken in Canada, St. 
Pierre, Martinique, Guadeloupe, Haiti and 
Guyana: 

My attitude towards black studies is a very 
personal one, | feel that we can no longer af- 
ford ignorance about any people, about any 
cultures, or anything we can possible learn, 

Biack studies, as a concept, is tremend- 
ously valid as is every other inquiry into 
human endeavor. 4 

In many cases, black studies programs 
Sproutied like Topsy becaus® for so very 
many years absolutely no attention was paid 


~ to the tenth of the American population in 


the majority of white colleges and univer- 
sities. 

Consequently, as a result of the upheavals 
of the ‘60s, a great need arose for such 
programs. Qualified people to direct and 
staff such programs were in very short sup- 
ply-To a certain extent, this still poses 
problem. 

| am in no way ready to write off black 
studies as a concept, of as a valid academic 
discipline. However, it will be a thrilling 
moment in the history of this nation when a 
separate discipline called “black studies” is 
no longer necessary! 

As someone involved in exposing new 
concepts, | will feel that American education 
has become humanistic in outiook when the 
history and achievements of black people 
are a part of the fabric of courses taught in 
all disciplines. 

We black people are inclined to be very 
impatient with ourselves and our brethren. 
There-is.no reason to expect that after_cen- 
turies of neglect, perfection in black studies 
wit! burst forth on-this. planet like Venus from 
her shell, or like the Immaculate Conception. 
End of Quote.”

Is Energy Crisis A Hoax? 


\s there a real energy crisis or not? Is it a hoax, as Rev. 
Jesse Jackson and others repeatedly claim? There are those 
who charge that the fuel crisis was purposely created by the 
giant oil corporations in order to force independent oil 
dealers out of business, to raise prices of gasoline and thus 
make a windfall of profits. ‘ 

The “Gallagher President's Report.” a weekly business 
newsletter, claimed that the energy crisis is “the master 
manipulation of the 20th Century. If further claimed that the 
“manipulation” was masterminded by the $100 billion U.S. oll 
industry In order to perpetuate its vital dominance of the U.S. 
economy, and by Spring the crisis will be over. 

The “Report” went further in saying that the energy crisis 
benefits big business in the following ways: 

1. It gives or buys time for the giant oil industry to develop 
jong range diversification strategies: 

2. It gives the auto industry notice to lay off thousands ot 
workers in order to re-tool for building smaller cars. 

3. It enables the petrochemical industry to consolidate its 
position and tighten credit terms. 

4. It creates competitive weakness abroad against U.S. ex- 
ports. 

Perhaps many of us do not really understand this report 
and certainly many of us are confused about the contradic- 
tions and differences of opinion :concerning the crisis. 
Whether there is a “real” or manipulated energy crisis or not 
there is certainty an economic crisis which most Americans 
are beginning to face.and many Americans (black and poor) 
continue to face. 

Food prices have already risen 25 percent; fuel prices will 
rise at least 50 percent. There are thousands of black families 
whose incomes are so marginal that the slightest increase in 
consumer costs will send them spinning into the web of 
Poverty. In addition, to the escalating cost of living, unem- 
ployment for thousands of black workers is no longer a 
Prediction but Is now becoming & dreadful reality. 

Consider the fact also that the Nixon Administration has 
already dismantled many of the poverty programs, rendering 
most anti-poverty agencies, which still exist, almost impotent 
to deal with the horrendous problem of the already poor. It is 
unequivocally true and diabolically real that there Is going to 
be more economic desparity. The rich are getting richer; the 
poor are getting poorer. 

There will have to be some massive kinds of actions

The wheels of both state political machines were thrust 
into motion the past week here in ihe Capital City. The State 
Democratic organization, with William (Bill) Lavelle at the 
heim, picked a slate of candidates (o present to the voters at 
the primary election this spring. 

Although the endorsement of Howard Metzenbaum for the 
U.S. Senate was a foregone conclusion, it was not a 
unanimous approval, for of the 78 voles, 27 went to John 
Glenn. Glenn, America’s first to sail in space, vowed to take 
on Matzenbaum, Ohio's junior senator in the May primary 
“and win.” 

While the Metzenbaum-Glenn contest offered no earth- 
johing surprises, the outcome did lay bare the fact that some 
party leaders are not in the mood'to dance to’ the music of 
Lavelle and Gov. John Gilligan. Of course, it was a great vic- 
tory for Metzenbaum; the, liberal Cleveland millionaire who 
Gilligan appointed to the U.S. Senate seat vacated by William

Another Clevelander, Rap. Richard F, Celeste, said to have 
been Gov. Gilligan's choice for the lieutenant governor 
nomination, topped the )Six-candidate race with 50 votes. 
James A. Williams, Akron City Councilman and the only 
black seeking the nomination, received six votes. When 
Williams appeared belore the Democratic screening com- 
mittee, he favored an “open primary”, with every candidate 


_ tunning on his own, thus it is assumed that he will not with- 


draw from the race. 

The Republicans, with Ken McGough as the engineer. 
were in the process of making up their political train by shift- 
ing coaches to spots where they will hopefully have the most 
attractive pliblic appeal. Jolin W: Brown, veteran Lt. Governor 
and the-first of his party to announce his candidacy for the 
U.S. Senatorial nomination, was sidetracked by Engineer 
McGough. 

Although the personable Brown insisted that he was with- 
drawing his senatorial bid for personal reasons, it was ob- 
vious that he was sidetracked to give the right of way to 
Cleveland Mayor Ralph Perk, a favorite of Engineer 
McGough. 

The strategy, of course, is that Perk, recently reelected 
Mayor of a city where Democrats outnumber Republicans 
seven to one, is the GOP’s best bet for recapturing the U.S, 
Senate saat'next November. 

Brown, in taking himself from the race, will seek reelection 
as Lt. Governor. However, he is expected to have stiff op- 
position from State Sen. Staniey Aronotf, an aggressive Cin- 
cinnatian who is refusing to’ back out-in favor of Brown. 
Engineer McGough, however, may have other ideas on this 
important party matter. : : 

Nt has not yet gained the attention of the press, but the 
chairmanship of the Cuyahoga County-Democratic House 
delegation may go to Rep. ike Thompson, a black member.

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GAS AND THE SCHOOLS 


By now It is obvious to all that 
ihe energy crisis is an all-purpose 
alibi, eagerly grasped at by 
anyone with an axe to grind. 


Perhaps the most blatant at- 
tempt to use the energy crisis as 
@ means of squirming: out of 
something that has to be done 
was seen in the attempt to amend 
the proposed Emergency ‘Energy 
Act to forbid.gasoline allocations 
for public school busing 

The ‘attempt was shelved, but it 
is likely to come up again later 
this month when the Act is recon- 
sidered, Passage would not only 
nol.save gas but would also bea 
constitutional challenge to. the 
courts and hamper the peaceful 
desegregation of schools that 
has already taken place. 

A premise of the gas ban is that 
school buses are burning up 
gobs of fuel transporting kids for 
purposes of integration. But that's 
not true -- not true at all 

First, busing for integration 
represents a tiny fraction of all 
schoo! busing -- less than three 
percent of all bused students. 
Those yellow buses are on the 
streets to transport children who 
live too far to walk tb school, who 
aré handicapped, or Who need 
transport to extracurricular activi- 
ties. Nearly half of all school chil- 
dren ride the yellow bus, and not 
for integration , either, 

Second, how much gasoline is 
consumed? The government esti- 
mates that school busing for all 
purposes comes to -- get this — 
eight ten-thousandths of one per- 
cent of all the gasoline used in 
the country for all purposes. 

Since busing to desegregate is 
such a tiny fraction of all busing, 
the amount of gasoline used for 
that purpose is infinitesimal = 
you'd. need a computer to figure 
those kinds of fractions of frac- 
tions. 

So the issue of saving gas is an 
easily-seen-through phony at- 
tempt to kill desegregation ef- 
forts. But it is still a serious con- 
stitutional threat to the power of 
the courts to protect the constitu- 
tional rights of citizens.

Cost $100 Million 


Costs of the “fragmented” 
justice system in Cuyahoga 
County have passed the $100 
million per year mark, according 
to a report issued by the Admini- 
Stration of Justice Commitiée, an 
affiliate of the Governmental Re- 
search Institute (GRI). 

The report, Profile i: Crime and 
the Criminal Justice System in 
Greater Cleveland, notes that the 
costs of the local justice system - 
*. the police, court and correction- 
al activities of the Cuyahoga 
County government, the City of 
Cleveland and the 58 suburban 
communities — totaled $103.2 
million in 1971. 

By function, police protection 
is the largest local justice cost, 
accounting for $67 ‘million In 


1971, of 65.1% of the total cost. 


(in the central city, is steadily in- 
creasing in the suburbs. Most 
crime a@curs between members 
of the same race. 


The local system encompasses 
the fragmented and largely unco- 
ordinated activities of nearly 
6,800 full-time employees in more 
than 160 individual agencies 
maintained by 63 governmental 
units. Only in récent years, 
through such mechanisms as the 
Criminal Justice Coordinating 
Council, have steps been taken 
to begin the process of coordi- 
nation. 


There were 4,867 municipal’ 


police department employees in 
1971, with 3,653 of these full-time 
swom officers. Cleveland had 
2,315 officers and a total budget 
‘of $39 million. ‘The 59 suburbs 
“totaled 1,338 officers and colec- 
tively spent $25.3 million. : 

A total of 264,501 criminal (non- 
civil) cases were disposed of by 
— the 45 local courts in 1971, Traffic 
cases accounted for nearly 80% 
of the total caseload.

A House With Gaudy Lights 


Will the. black man ever do 
anything right? 

When sacrifices were made by 
citizens of this town who gave up 
their traditional Christmas deco- 
rations and multicolor lighting to 
beautify the season; when great 
mercantile houses, who used to 
try to outdo one another in bril- 
liance, turned their decoration 
lights out to save fuel and con- 
serve energy, that house just 
north of Long St. on Garfield Ave. 
got really gaudy with light sprays 
in every window. 

There were more, than 20 full 
window decorations of vari- 
colored bulbs in each, The lights 
flashed on and off. Now. the 
elaboration of the Christmas 
spirit did not stop there, for the 
front house entrance was profuse 
with strings of lights, strings of 
them over the door and window 
and draping down the sides. 

Let it*be assured that it was 
elaborate and was a star of extra- 
vagance in that drabness, for so 
much property around itis 
doomed to be destroyed. 

That—big™ Nativity “Scene at 
Broad St. and Washington Ave., 
which has been a holiday attrac- 
tion for years, was silent with 
darkness this year, except the 
management got bold for two 
nights. . 

The big, high spray at Lazarus 
that reached from atop the sixth 
floor to the marquee each year, 
didn’t show up this past Christ- 
mas, 

The Electric Co., which always 
sported decorative splendor 
during the holiday season -- 
nothing was done this past 
season -- conserving energy. 

When one viewed all those at- 
tempts of the city to save energy 
and such a flagrant violation of 
the efforts by that N. Garfield Ave. 
family, one had to wonder -- will 
the black man ever do anything 
right?

and wonder what it is all about. 

The family on Garfield burned 
lights brightly ~ maybe they re- 
member hearing a newscast in 
early fall that the local electricity 
situation is safe with about a 
year's supply of fuel. Maybe they 
did hear it, | heard it and felt 
smug in electrical security for this 
winter season. Where does that 
supply stand? 

A pattern begins to emerge 
from all this energy crisis. One 
detail in the pattern is amassing 
more and more power to a cen- 
tralized government. New com- 
missions arise to handle crises 
and commissions, once born, 
never die. They merely entarge 
the bureaucracy growth. 

Reports are ever conflicting. 
Weekly, a story will emerge ad- 
mitting exaggeration of the crisis, 
and then percentages accrue, Dut 
with a downward trend. And, too; 
one fuel company reported that 
not only does it have as much 
gas a5 a year ago, but has a 40 
percent higher supply. 

But, now let us look at another 
shortage. A-year ago, suddenly, 
meat was in a big dispute and fell 
to a zero mark for supply come 
spring and summer, Prices clim- 
bed and have not daciined, but 
the shortage just vanished when 
the prices rose up there, 

Are these shortages real? We 
must remember that fuel has not 
seen a great hike .in prices. Last 
summer gas was 33 cents a 
galion, while in 1939 it was about 
30 cents. A T-bone steak cost 
about 35 cents a pound in 1940, 
but now it goes for around $1.49 a 
pound. Fuel did not get that kind 
of a price hike in the last 33 
years. 

All of these ideas must be kept 
in mind while one considers a 
fuel shortage. Yes, it might be 
that the Garfield Ave. family is 
made up of agnostics about the 
crisis — and so are many, many 
Americans mumbling that they 
don't believe there are shortages. 

Well, whatever may be the 
truth, if there be a scheme to 
come to fruition, we may get back 
to ordinary living and Some future 
congressional committee may go 
into the crisis story and chips 
may fall where they may, like 
leaves in an autumn gust.

One morning he was not 
lucky and was beaten and robbed 
of his meager earnings. 

Since that time he has been a 
Karate devotee and holds-atenth 
degree black belt.

He also has plans to construct 
a school of music in San Diego 
specifically designed for young 
people. 

Smith has a new, different 
album, with more of Jimmy Smith 
than ever before.

State University Board of 
Supervisors has charged the 
Department’ of Health, 
Education and Welfare with 
issuing desegregation orders 
that exceed federal 
guidelines.

There aré few sports in which 
black man don't dominate. The 
barrie?s’ of play were broken 
decades ago. However, If one 
were to look across the breadth 
of the sports world, skiing would 
be one sport in which there was a 
total dearth of black athletes.
